He said tlu* system is confined 
ehielly to the mannfaetnre of cloth­ 
ing , of which $ 2.1,000,000 worth is 
matle i‘ac*h year, 
90 per cent un­ 
der tin* 8W4*ating system. One-half of 
the work is done in Massachusetts and 
Maiii(% :ind tlie rest in New Hampshire 
and New .lersey. 
In Boston the work 
is mainly eontined to finishing , while in 
New York it consists in the entire mak­ 
ing of a g arment in family apartments. 
'Fhe amount of work being sent to New 
Yorlv by Boston contractors is increas­ 
ing .

RUSSIA'S CULPABLE 
NEGLIGENCE. 


Opinion of a Dlstlanniilied German Fliy» 
siolan—The BavagM In Bnesia— 
Paris, In Spite o f Deaths, 
Says It Has No Cholera. 


M unich, Sept. 5.—^Prol Schwemiiger, 
one of the most celebrated doctors in 
Berlin and phy sician in ordinary to 
Prince Bismarck, in a talk ux>on the 
subject of cholera, says: 
“ The plague 
this y ear follows the march of the great 
epidemics. 
It attacks Europe by the 
north and not by the south. 
It was 
bound, then, to reach Hamburg, since 
the authorities of Russia in Europe 
took no steps to stop it. The English 
officials in India took proper precau* 
tionary measurea 
“ 'There ought to be an international 
hy gienic commission established. That 
is the way to kill the cholera. It must 
be stamped out on the spot Other 
measures are useless. I do not -under­ 
stand the complaints made against the 
authorities 
at 
Hamburg. 
Nobody 
knows exactly when disease becomes 
epidemic in certain European capitals. 
Although for some months there have 
been daily cases of cholera thedoctors did 
not say it was epidemic. Why, then, 
should the phy sicians of Hamburg have 
cried ‘All is lost* when they had only 
ten cases? Almost all the measures 
taken at the moment when the epidemic 
broke out were illusory . When y ou are 
disinfecting a room with plenio acid 
throw it only in the place where the in­ 
valid ia It is not likely that the bac- 
cilli will be propagated after the disin­ 
fection. 
“ One of the first things is to make a 
city thoroughly wholesome. 
People 
ought to be made more careful in a city 
like Hamburg, where all kinds of refuse 
and filth are throAvn into the water and 
where sewerage does not exist. About 
8 0,000 persons dwell in cellars and live 
on fish. 
An epidemic in such cases is 
inevitable and it is almost impossible 
to prevent it running through Ger­ 
many. 
“ It is only in healthy places, clean 
towns and among tho well nourished 
that the malady Avill amount to little. 
In that case there may be a few cholera 
cases, but not thousands, as in Ham­ 
burg. If you become ill drink as hot as 
ever y ou can grog, camomile tea, no 
matter what, provided it is hot. Then 
if your limbs grow cold plunge into a 
steaming hot bath. 
Should these pro­ 
duce no effect then put y ourself in the 
hands of God, for J ihose are the only 
remedies known to be efficacious. 
“ The doctors can do nothing. 
But 
don’t be afraid of cholera. Those only 
are afraid who live in dirty towns and 
who have not tried to ameliorate the 
condition of the cholera. 
Having neg­ 
lected what they ought to have done 
they have prepared the Avay for epi­ 
demics.” 


Furopean Choi« ra Notes. 
S t. P e t e r s b ur g , Sept. 5 .~The sta tis­ 
tics of the cholera epidemic in this 
country 
show 
that throughout the 
Avhole of Russia on Thursday there were 
6,073 ncAv cases of the disease reported 
and that 2,754 persons died from pesti­ 
lence. In this city y esterday 120 new 
cases and 31 deaths occurred. These 
thirty -one deaths, however, only com­ 
prise the mortality “given in the hos­ 
pital returns. 
During the la st few 
day s the number of unregistered new 
cases and deaths, which are chiefly con­ 
fined to the people of the lower class, 
has increased, especially on the islands 
in the river. 
Q ue e ns to w n, 
Sept. 5.— The Guion 
line steamer Alaska which sailed hence 
from New York, carries 313 saloon pas­ 
sengers, 161 second cabin passengers 
and a crew of 251 men. The Cunard 
line steamer Aurania also sailed hence 
y esterday for New York. 
She has on 
board 408 saloon passengers, 165 second 
cabin passengers and a crew of 8 51 men. 
All aboard both steamers were in the 
best of health. 
The American consul 
visited the two vessels and issued a 
clean bill of health to each. 
L o ndo n, Sept. 5.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Aller, from New York, 
arrived at Southrmpton to-day. 'Those 
of her passengers destined for South­ 
ampton AA”ere inspected before being al­ 
lowed to disembark. The Aller then 
took aboard the passengers awaiting 
her at Southampton and then proceed­ 
ed. She has no cholera patiente or sus­ 
picious cases of sickness aboard. 
H a v r e , Sept 5.— Only one new case 
of cholera occurred here y esterday , but 
thirty -six persons who had previously 
been attacked by the malady died dur­ 
ing the day. 
Dr. Brouarder, a high 
medical authority , expressed the opin­ 
ion that the epidemic here will soon be 
stamped out 
P a r i s , Sept. 5.—Forty -one persons 
suffering from choleraic disorders were 
admitted to the hospitals in this city 
y esterday. TAventy-four patients suf­ 
fering from the disease died during the 
same time. 
Many of the victims died 
quickly after the first symptoms of in­ 
fection had become manifest, but in no 
case Avas there found any trace of true 
Asiatic cholera. 
C o ns t a nt i no p l e , Sept 5.—The sani­ 
tary board has accepted the compromise 
suggested by the sultan imposing a 
three days’ quarantine on arrivals from 
western Europe. 
B e r l i n, Sept. 5.—No fresh cases of 
cholera have been reported in this city 
to-day and the authorities are hopeful 
that the disease A\”ill not spread to a 
great extent here.
